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A_ Scholar in a Gale 


The nation nearly lost one of its best 
scholars a few days ago, I hear. Mr. Donal 
O'Sullivan, Clerk to the Free State Senate, 
came near to calamity in Lough Derg. 
Crossing that little inland sea in his motor 
yacht during the gale he struck a sub- 
merged and uncharted rock. That will 
teach him to sail salt water in future! 

[ am glad to hear that Mr. O'Sullivan 
is continuing his work on the Bunting 
manuscripts, interrupted in recent years 
by his pressure of professional labours 
The Bunting papers contain the words and 
music of scores of old Irish pieces col- 
lected at the Belfast Harpers’ Festival, m 
1792, and later. Already Mr. O'Sullivan 
has published four parts, with exhaustive 
annotations. It is likely that we have no 
other scholar who, like him, could bring 
both music and Gaelic literary erudition 
to this great task. 


The Postal Services 


Speaking at the annual Conference of 


the Association of Irish Post Office Clerks 
Mr. Thomas Devitt remarked that the 
work of the Post Office staffs is equal in 
Importance to that performed hy other 
branches of the Civil Service. Most people, 
T think, will agree with my opinion that 
there was no exaggeration. The Britisli 
Postmaster-General uses almost every 
medium of publi ity to popularise the ser- 


vices undertaken by his department, and 
this year he introduced improved facilities 
in connection with the celebration of its 
tri-centenary. Here, however, it is left to 
the staff associations to remind us of the 
vital national duties that they perform— 
multifarious that I was not 
astonished by a recent suggestion that the 
name ‘‘ Post Office’ has become obsolete, 
and that sentiment alone is the excuse for 
its retention. For from the first badly- 
organised body of mere carriers of letters 
there has developed the vast departmental! 
system that has the most important deal- 
ings with nearly every citizen in his daily 
affairs and business. 


The First Postmaster 


Although a regular postal connection 
between London and Dublin was estab- 
lished by Queen Flizabeth ‘‘ for the more 
spedie conveiance of letters retrespoke,’’ 
more than fifty vears elapsed before there 
was need for an Irish inland service. 
“Every great man,” says a historian of 
the period, “hath his known messenger 
to run about with Jetters.’’ Official com- 
munications were carried then by troopers

of the Army. whose services often were 
made use of by individuals. In 1656 it 
was reported that the cavalry were ‘‘ much 


wearied and His Highness’s affairs much 
wrejudiced for want of a post office; so 
en Vaughan—the first Postmaster in 
Ireland—was deputed to arrange fixed 
stages, and he established his. Post House 
in High street. At that time the Irish 
Treasury were paying £100 annually to 
the Postmaster at Holvhead for the 
maintenance of four boatmen to protect 
the mails on the packet boats. 

Within twelve vears there were regular 
bi-weekly despatches between Dublin and 
the provincial towns, and the charges, 
which had varied between ten and twenty

The Fire Bogey

It would spoil the intricate plot 
if I attempted to describe it here, but the 
manner in which it is linked together and 
presented is really admirable. There is 
an almost perfect unity between the main 
story and the various sub-plots which de-. 
pend on it—they all grow together towards 
the climax, bhi are all resolved together 
by the firing of the convict’s pistol at the 
end of the fiilm. Perhaps, it is hyper- 
critical for us, as members of the audience, 
to analyse and classify the things which 
make such a film good, but for the pro. 
ducer it is all-important. The British 
producers, in particular, would increase 
the worth of their own films enormously if 
they would make the attempt.

With this preface, Dr. C. J. McSweeney, 
M.R.C.P,, D.P.H.. and Medical Superinten- 
dent, Cork Street Fever Hospital, delivered 
a striking address on ‘‘ Diphtheria Pre- 
vention "’ before the Dublin Rotary Club in 
the Metropole Restaurant yesterday. 

In recent years, he said, official statistics 
relating to diphtheria incidence and mortalit 
revealed certain disquieting features, ' whic 
had been esnecially noticeable in the larger 
cities—¢.g., Dublin and Cork. In the City 
of Dublin during the ten vears ending 3lst 
December, 1934, no less than 6,343 cases of 
diphtheria were notified. Roughly, a third of 
those occurred in the last two years of the 
decade. During the same period as many as 
717 persons died of the disease in Dublin, 
more than one-fourth of the deaths occurring 
in 1933 and 1934, 


OUR BAD RECORD 


During the last ten years diphtheria had 
been a more a and a more fatal 
disease in the Free State than it had been 
in any ptevious decade for which official 
records are available. 

_ In England and Wales no such general 
increase in prevalence has been observed 
during a similar period, and there has been 
a very remarkable fall in the fatality of the 
disease since the commencement of the 
present century—a fall which is in striking 
contrast with the rising tide of mortality in 


the Free State. 


‘There is or rene: he said, that the diph- 
theria germs floating about Dublin in recent 
years are of an exceptionally high degree of 
virulence, and this, probably, is one of the 
main reasons why our mortality rates are 
higher than in comparable cities across 
Channel, It is more difficult to assess the 
effect of such factors as increasing urbanisa- 


tion, migration of the population from 
country to town, and the extension «f 


facilities for the crowding together of people 
for social and recreational purposes. It is 
probable that these factors bear more rela- 
tion to the increase in prevalence of the 
disease than to the enhancement of its 
virulence. Unquestionably, improvement in 
the methods of medical diagnosis has been 
responsible for some increase in the cases 
notified, although this is by no means the 


- whole truth. 


CAN BE ERADICATED 


Experitnces in Montreal and Toronto, as 
well as in closed communities such as the 
fever hospitals of Edinburgh, London, Bir- 
mingham and Cardiff, have demonstrated 
that diphtheria can be eradicated by means 
of universal immunisstion. Similar gratify- 
results have been obtained in schools 
and residential institutions where susceptible 
children, aggregated under conditions fayour-

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,As the meeting of the Art Advisory 
Committee will not be held until early next 
month, the General Purposes Committee, at 
its meeting on the 20th instant, has requested 
me to write with reference to the article 
which appeared in the /rish Times of the 
18th instant. 

As to the statement that a Lurgat picture 
was ‘“‘seriously damaged,’’ the artist who 
painted it, after inspecting the picture, has 
stated it can be easily repaired, and, in fact, 
the cost of doing so will be less than £1. 

The second statement refers to “a number 
of pictures locked up in a room and which 
have not yet been hung.” There are ten 
pictures in this room. One was accepted wy 
the Committee at its most recent meeting, 
but has not yet been hung; the other nine 
have not been hung for a variety of reasons : 
some because they have not yet been formally 
presented; others because they have been 
rejected by the Committee and have not been 
taken away by their owners, an.t another 
because it is being returned to its owner at: 
his request—it was on loan. 

The statement that three pictures have 
been badly cracked by the sun owing to the 
failure of the Corporation to provide blinds 
during the summer month3 is untrue. The 
cracks appeared in these pictures as far back 
as nine years ago, when the paintings were 
in the Harcourt street Gallery. No person 
familiar with that Gallery could suggest that 
the damage was due to the sun. At the

THE MILITARY TATTOO 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I have not been fortunate enough to 
see the Military Tattoo at Ballsbridge, but 
in reading your accounts of it I have been 
amazed to see that what purports to be an 
historical review leaves out the most im- 
portant military event in Irish history—viz., 
the coming of the Normans. Before that 
event the Irish had no military organisa- 
tion. The semi-mythical Red Branch 
Knights and the Fianna appear to have been 
a kind of militia, but could not be con- 
sidered an organised army, and they are the 
only attempt at such until the twelfth cen- 
tury brought the all-conquering Normans. 

After the Romans they are the greatest 
soldiers with the finest military organisa- 
tion the world has ever seen. Several fami- 
lies well known in Ireland at the present day 
are descended from the Norman leaders of 
the Invasion, while a large number of the 
poor of Ireland are the descendants of their 
Welsh-English followers» In fact, the 
population of Ireland is probably the most 
mixed-of any of the old or mother countries. 
Sarsfield, who plays an important part in the 
tattoo display, was of Norman descent. Like 
nearly all the Irish, he fought: for the 
Stewart cause, although the Pope favoured 
King William. | 

Sarsfield would not have understood the 

Gaelic cause. His sister married into one 
of the most exclusive of the old .Norman 
families of Wexford, who remained as purely 
Norman in the seventeenth century as they 
had been in the twelfth. — 
_ The Army of the Confederation appears 
in the tattoo. _ One—the most important 
section—was composed entirely of the 
descendants of the Normans, and had no 
sympathy with the ‘‘Old Irish” element.

SELECTED 
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NOVEMBER 
LTHOUGH the Government Informa- 


tion Bureau was unable to verify the 


that a German forestry expert had been 
appointed by the Department of Lands to 
assist in the development of forestry in 
the Free State, we are in a position to 
state that the person selected is Herr Otto 
Reinhard, an official under the German 
Government, and that he will start work 
in this country on November 1. 
Several months ago the Ministry of 
Lands set up a special board in order’ to 
select a candidate for the position. The 
post was advertised widely, and the terms 
governing the appointment were made so 
attractive that almost seventy applications 
from twelve different countries were re- 
ceived. Herr Reinhard will arrive in this 
at the end of next month. 


OFFERS OF LAND 


The Department of Lands, which con- 
trols the forestry operations of this 
country, has been handicapped consider- 
ably by the lack of trained and scientific 
inmen to carry out the work, although the 
existing staff has worked hard in order to 
put the Government’s policy into fall 
operation. 

Numerous offers of land have been re- 
céived, but in a large number of cases 
when these have been examined by the 
inspectors they have been found to be un- 
suitable for the purpose. The policy of 
the Department has been to have such 
operations carried on in the poorer parts 
ot the country in order that waste lands 


_— 


may be given to people who are unable to 
secure constant employment. This has 
been found practicable in several cases, 
but in a great many instances the results 
have not been encouraging. For example, 
on the western and southern seaboards 
large areas have been inspected, but 
they have proved to be unsuitable. 
The winds from the Atlantic have been 
found to make almost impossible the 
growing of trees in parts of Donegal, 
Kerry and Galway. Investigations are 
being made with a view to finding out 
which trees are most suitable for these 
areas It is hoped that the German 


THIS YEAR’S OPERATIONS 


The area for .orestry now in the hands 
of the Department amounts to over eighty 
thousand acres. 
acquired in the Cork Gaeltacht, in 
Galway, in Donegal and in Waterford, 
and further areas are being inspected. 
Care has had to be taken, however, to 
secure that the land was suitable. Last 
year the area actually planted was 5,438 
acres, while the programme for the pre- 
sent year covers operations © 8,000 acres. 
Although the Department has under its 
control nurseries for 4-5 production of 
seedlings, it had to purchase from Free 
State nurserymen a million and a half 
plants last year. Moreover. a number of 
seedlings had to be imported. Seeds were 
imported from countries like Germany, 
Holland, Denmark, Austria and the 
United States, the quantity coming from 
the first-named being the largest. It is 
hoped that in a few years time all the 
requirements will. be produced in this 
country. A small seed extraction plant 
has been installed with a view to pro- 
viding seeds for planting in this country. 
Last year 1,643 pounds of seed were col- 
lected from oak, beech and ash. From 
the seed selected about 1,895,000 seedlings 
were grown. 


DEPARTMENT'S AIM 


While introducing the. estimate for 
forestry last June, Senator Connolly. 
Minister for Lands, said that it would 
take years to repair the ravages of the 
past and the denuding of this country’s 
stocks, and it was to that end that the 
whole activity of the Department was 
being devoted. They had received offers 
of all kinds of land from all ends of the 
country, but there were various miscon- 
ceptions regarding the growing of trees. 
Trees needed. soil and certain favourable 
conditions of wind, and unless these were 
suitable it would be foolish waste to spend 
money and time in trying to develop 
forestry. They were anxious to plant 
every acre of waste ground that was toi 
needed for other purposes.

CAUSE OF DEATH 


Dr. Harry O’Carroll, surgeon, Manor- 
hamilton, said that death must have been 
instantaneous and was due to shock and 
compression of the brain. There was a 
depressed fracture of the skull and the 
thigh and collar-bone were also broken. 
A verdict in accordance with the medical 
testimony was returned, and the Coroner, 
Superintendent Mulloy and the foreman 
of the jury, Mr. J. H. Dolan, expressed 
sympathy with the relatives of the dead 
girl. 

Mr. Dolan added that Sergeant. Scott 
had risked his life in going down into this 
dark chasm and was entitled to considera- 
tion and reward by his authorities.

ROME AND GENEVA 


In an editorial article té-day The Times 
observes:—The British Cabinet assembles 
to-day for another special meeting. In the 
interval since it last met, little more than 
a month ago, there have been a number 
of conferences between Ministers more im- 
mediately. concerned with various day-to- 
day aspects of the dispute between Italy 
and Abyssinia. To-day the full Cabinet 
will have to consider the whole course of 
events since Sir Samuel Hoare made his 
broad declaration of British policy at 
Geneva ; and, in particular, the failure of 
the Committee of Five to find a way of 
reconciling Italian claims with anything 
with which Abyssinia could accept or the 
League recommend. At the same time the 
Fascist Council of Ministers will be in 
session in Rome. Only the slenderest hope 
remains that a peaceful settlement can be 
reached, and a violation of the Covenant 
prevented. by negotiation. | 

It seemed for a brief period that a new 
turn had. been given to the dispute by the 
Duce’s qualified rejection of the Com- 
mittee’s plans.

It is not 
in its origin an objection to the Covenant 
itself, though neither Fascism nor Nazism 
i3 likely to favour the organised restraint 
of power. It is a revolt against an instru- 
ment which they regard as existing to 
maintain the status quo. In this matte~ 
British sympathy has always gone far 
with Italian and German views, and Sir 
Samuel Hoare’s speech has now ranked. it | 
still more openly and officially with them. 
The lamentable controversy which has vet 
to be resolved may, at least, make for 
mutual education on this question, vital, 
as it is, to the whole future of organised 
peace.

STATEMENT BY LR.A,

A statement issued last night by the “Army 
Council’ of the Irish Republican Army stated 
that neither that organisation nor any of its 
members is. connected with the formation of 
the “ Independent Republican Party,” which, 
as stated in.the Press, is being considered. 
Fhe statement, which is signed by Mr. Sean 
McBride, says: “ Those interested are, I 
believe, ex-members of the Army, ex-members 
of Na Fianna Eireann, and some who were 
supporters of. the present Twenty-Six County 
Government Party, who have become dissatis- 
fied and disappointed with its policy ‘ in some 
of its political and economic aspects.’ 

“It is evident that the national situation 


i 
cannot be;met now by any further parties 


which would work within the twenty-six or 
six-county institutions, but by making a com- 
lete break with these; by renouncing the 
imperial connection and imperialism, both 
open and disguised. There is no place for a 
new or ‘more extreme’ party within the 
British Constitution, no matter how sincere 
those who would form or compose it may be. 
The formation of another Free State party 
could result only in the further disillusion- 
ment of the Republicans who would be in- 
duced to join it out of disappointment with 
existing parties. 

“The separatist issue must be raised 
sharply, and a call issued to all sincere 
Republicans to rally to the standard of the 
Republic. There is a growing opinion in 
favour of the creation of an organisation to 
embrace all who accept the Proclamation of 
the Republic as the organic law of the Irish 
eople; who will repudiate the English and 
mperial connection; who are prepared to 
work for the immediate restoration of te 
Republic, and to lead the Irish people to the 
Republican goal. I understand. that a 
Separatist organisation will be formed in the 
near future, and when this is launched the 
Irish Republican Army will support it. I am 
sure, too, that it will be heartily welcomed 
and supported .by all those Republicans who 
now must realise that freedom can be achieved 
only by following the straight road of prin- 


ciple and by uncompromising adherence to 


Republican ideals ’’

There was a sequel in the Belfast Custedy 
Court to-day to the attempted rebbery of a 
Belfast publican on Saturday. William 
Patrick, ‘thomson square, Whitehouse, was 
remanded for a week in custody, charged in 
connection with the affair. 

Detective Constable Hlutchman said that 
on Saturday evening, at 6.35, following a 
message to York Street Barrack, he went 
towards licensed premises in Little George s 
street. As he entered Little George’s street 
from York street he saw Patrick running 
across the street from the direction of the 
licensed premises and into 3 Little George's 
street. Sergeant Swindell and witness pur- 
sued him into the house, where the sergeant 
found a bottle of wine in the kitchen. Wit- 
ness then ran to Wensley street, where he 
saw the occupier of No, 25 acting suspiciously 
in the street. Witness entered the house and 
saw Patrick sitting on a conch. Patrick ran 
out of the house towards Henry street, but 
witness overtook him and turned him into 
Little George’s street. He was unable to 
arrest him owing to the hostile crowd, but 
Patrick was eventually arrested in York 
street. 

Patrick was found to have on him a foreign 
coin, 6s. 1d. in coppers, 15s. 6d. in silver, and 
n 10s. note. When charged, Patrick said. 
‘*A chap called Peterson called me in for 
a cup of tea. I saw them al! running, and I 
ran, too.” 

A revolver was handed to witness bv 
O'Donoghue, the pvoprietor of the licensed 
premises. Ht was loaded with two rounds of 
.380 ammunition, 

Replying to Mr. N. Tughan (for Patrick), 
witness said that he went from the barrack to 
the licensed premises in less than a minute. 
Patrick had some drink taken, Peterson 
lived at 3 Little George's street. 

Patrick O’Donoghue, proprietor of the 
licensed premises, said that two men entered 
the bar about 6.35 and ordered drink. One 
of them ordered whiskey, and witness advised 
them that they had enough. They insisted, 
and as witness got a bottle one of them 
closed the door. 

When asked if he identified the prisoner, 
witness said, “ He is like him.” :
